It is passing strange, ho wev er, that few j 
o f the letters to uched a v ital philo so phy! 
o f life. Mo st o f tnem adv ised the spending! 
ol her time in self-enjo yment, o r the en­ 
do wing o f so me great and wo rthy cause, 
o r urged her to dev o te her time to prayer; 
and spiritual meditatio n. 
There is no ne o f us who kno w ho \> 
much mo re time we hav e upo n this earth. 
Life fo r all o f us is uncertain, and death ' 
is sure. To tho se o f us who seem to hav e 
the pro mise o f indifinite years, death is 
o nly dream— o ne which we dislike to en­ 
tertain within o ur minds. But all o f us 
kno w that so metime, so me where do wn 
the co ming to mo rro ws we must pay the 
price fo r Adam's sin. 
Tho se who fo llo w the precepts o f Jesus, 
as taught in His wo rds, need hav e no wo rn 
abo ut what they wo uld do if giv en o nly 
a year to liv e. If they hav e been sincere 
fo llo wers o f the Man fro m Galilee,, they 
wo uld make no change whatev er in their 
mo de o f liv ing. 
It is o nly tho se who se liv es hav e no t 
co nfo rmed to the Div ine pattern who be­ 
co me alarmed and upset when so me do c­ 
to r utters the so lemn sentence o f death. 
Only tho se who hav e wasted their years, 


attained the age o f mo re than half a cen­ 
tury has gro ped thro ugh life witho ut ev er 
hav ing liv ed. Perhaps, instead o f seeking 
further medical adv ice, the wo man wo uld 
do well to seek spiritual instructio n that 
she might turn her last 12 mo nths into an 
effo rt to co nserv e the waning tides o f her 
influence, that the terminatio n o f her ex ­ 
istence sho uld be less o f an o rdeal and 
mo re o f a v icto ry.
